Celeste Bouchard and Trent 
Schmidt both work at Hud¬ 
sons on Whyte Avenue and last 
Thursday received a $1,000 tip 
for their service, which they 
decided to donate in full to the 
Stolleiy Children’s Hospital. 

But Bouchard, 27, and 
Schmidt, 23, were shocked by 
the aftermath of their gesture 
— an outpouring of negative 
online comments after their 
stoiy was reported in Edmon¬ 
ton. 

“We didn’t want this at all,” 
Bouchard said, noting she 


wasn’t the one who had made 
the donation known, but that 
it was her general manager. 

“It was about paying it for¬ 
ward.” 

One commenter accused Bou¬ 
chard of donating the money 
for attention; another charged 
that the customer who tipped 
her must have been drunk and 
that taking his tip wasn’t fair. 

“I started crying because I 
was so offended,” Bouchard 
said of the first comment. 

And regarding the second: 
“He knew what he was doing. 
That’s not fair to him to say 
that — so that hurts my heart. 

“That is kind of just my sad¬ 
ness, that people took it the 
wrong way.” 

But Bouchard said the harsh 
words have not made her regret 
donating the money. 

“You read about other people 
being awesome and you’re like, 
‘Wait, I can do that, too.’ Be¬ 
cause we have all the power in 
the world to be good.”

What’s in a name? For some 
sport teams in Canada, it’s 
everything. For Edmonton 
teams, not so much. 

A study released last week 
curated the results of a May 
2014 survey of which Canadian 
teams have the strongest brand 
equity. 

The survey asked more than 
2,600 fans how they view 
teams from the CFL, MLB, MLS, 
NBA and NHL. 

Insightrix Research Inc. cal¬ 
culated brand equity based 
on responses to questions on 
topics like top-of-mind recall, 
reputation, and popularity. 

No Edmonton team cracked 
the top-10 list, which was led 


by the Montreal Canadiens, 
Toronto Maple Leafs and Sas¬ 
katchewan Roughriders. 

Only 1.13 per cent of re¬ 
spondents named the Oilers 
as one of the top-three most 
popular Canadian teams, good 
for 10th overall in that cat¬ 
egory. 

In the same survey, Rogers 
— the naming rights holder 
of Edmonton’s new arena — 
finished 10th for consumer 
brand loyalty in Canada.

Parks, valleys 
offer countless 
edible delights 
for foragers

Edible berries, leaves, nuts and 
mushrooms are abundant in 
Edmonton parks and valleys 
right now, but a little know¬ 
ledge goes a long way when it 
comes to safe foraging. 

“It’s important for individ¬ 


uals to know and harvest at 
their own knowledge level,” 
park ranger Ramsey Cox said. 
“Because there is potential to 
pick species that are not ed¬ 
ible.” 

Saskatoon trees in the river 
valley are brimming with ber¬ 
ries right now, and wild rasp¬ 
berries and strawberries can 
also be found along many trails. 
These trees and bushes are all 
publicly accessible, so long as 
beriy picking doesn’t damage 
the plant itself, Cox said. 

If you keep your eyes low to 
the ground and stray from the 
beaten path, you’ll find eveiy- 
thing from wild hazelnuts to 
lemon verbena. 

“It’s amazing what you can

find when you know where 
to look,” chef Ben Staley said. 
Staley has been foraging to 
make preserves for his new 
restaurant, The Alder Room, 
set to open this winter. 

Staley said he has found buf¬ 
falo berries, lamb’s quarters, 
crab apples, mountain ash ber¬ 


ries, wild plums and a variety 
of leafy greens in areas like 
Mill Creek Ravine. 

He recommends staying 
away from areas dense with 
car exhaust, avoiding the temp¬ 
tation of entering private prop¬ 
erty and cariying a guidebook 
so you can learn the basics of 
what’s edible. Some plants are 
trickier to identify than others 
— Staley avoids mushrooms, 
which can be poisonous. 

And you might want to keep 
the best foraging spots to your¬ 
self. 

“They call it the forager’s 
code,” Staley said. “If you find 
a stash, you don’t tell people. 
You don’t want people to find 
your stash.” 


Weather nerds rejoice: The 
city is making the informa¬ 
tion from 30 different rain 
gauges available online. 

The city announced Mon¬ 
day that the data from 30 
different rain gauges would 
be made available through a 
new map in the city’s open 
data catalogue. 

The gauges measure the 
amount and severity of rain¬ 
fall in real time, according 
to a release. 

“Most storms in our large 


city that create challenges 
for the drainage system are 
localized thunderstorms — 
large amounts of rain in short 
periods of time,” said senior 
engineer Scott Vatcher in a 
statement. 

“The rain gauge data is im¬ 
portant because it is a way 
to visually inform Edmon¬ 
tonians about the location 
of storms and the impact it 
can have on our local drain¬ 
age system.”

City preparing 
for future 
lower rainfall

Edmonton’s hot dry summer 
is putting a strain on the city’s 
tree canopy, but the city won’t 
know just how bad the damage 
is until next year. 

Recent rain aside, Edmonton 
has seen many hot stretches of 
weather so far this summer in¬ 


cluding two separate heat ad¬ 
visories from Alberta Health 
Services. 

Jenny Wheeler, the city’s 
management supervisor of 
urban forestry, said it has been a 
difficult year for the city’s trees 
as a result. 

“This year with the drought 
it is really a tough gig,” she said. 
“When you get those extended 
periods of drought it starts to 
really negatively impact the 
trees.” 

Wheeler said the city has a 
regular watering cycle for trees, 
with new ones getting more 
water and gradually reducing 
water over three years until the 
tree gets more established. 



On average, Edmonton 
gets 365 millimetres of 
rain per year. 


“We’re monitoring those 
trees all the time, so if a tree 
still doesn’t look like it’s caught 
and it’s into a drought condition 
we may provide an extra year’s 
watering,” she said. 

She said this year, however the 
city has seen some distress even 
among more established trees 
that don’t normally need help. 

She said workers also keep a 


close eye on trees during neigh¬ 
bourhood renewal projects, be¬ 
cause the construction can cause 
problems to root systems. 

Wheeler said the full extent 
of the problem is usually not 
known until the following year, 
but a report done by the city in 
2011 showed the city consist¬ 
ently loses more trees in years 
with low rainfall. 

She said the city is also pre¬ 
paring for lower rainfall years 
in future and looking at how 
and where they plant new trees 
trying to make sure they can 
succeed. 

“We’re trying to make sure 
there is adequate root volume 
for large trees.”

Discovery 

combats 

superbugs 

Two University of Alberta aca¬ 
demics have made a ground¬ 
breaking discovery in combatting 
antibiotic-resistant superbugs. 

Mario Feldman, and associate 
professor at the U of A, and Brent 
Weber, a PhD student, have dis¬ 
covered a way to use other bac¬ 
teria to help stave off what some 
fear is a day when antibiotics are 
no longer effective. 

What the two have figured 
out is that bacteria are competi¬ 
tive and can effectively battle it 
out — and this can be used as 
a treatment against superbugs. 

Prior to Feldman and Weber’s 
discoveries, published July 13 in 
The Proceedings of the National 
Academy of Sciences Online Early 
Edition, there has been min¬ 
imal progress made to combat 
resistant strains of bacteria and 
the world is entering what the 
World Health Organization calls 
“a post-antibiotic era.” 

The superbug strain that 
Feldman and Brent are study¬ 
ing, Acinetobacter baumannii, 
is known for wreaking havoc 
in hospitals around the world. 

But what Feldman and Weber 
discovered in their research is 
that this strain of bacteria can 
only play one role at a time — 
defensive or offensive. And when 
this strain of bacteria is acting 
offensively, killing other bac¬ 
teria, it can easily be treated with 
antibiotics that it was otherwise 
resistant to. Weber said the pair 
is optimistic that they may one 
day be able to find a way to force 
the bacteria to switch rolls, so it 
can easily treated with antibiot¬ 
ics again.

Police t hink woman 
shot dead over drugs 


HOMICIDE INVESTIGATION 

Two suspects 
believed armed 
and dangerous

Edmonton homicide is inves¬ 
tigating after a woman was 
found dying from gunshot 
wounds in a southwest home 
early Sunday. 

At around 5:30 a.m., police 


were called to the residence 
in the area of 49th Avenue 
and 111th A Street and found 
the 27-year-old woman inside. 

She was treated at the scene 
and transported to hospital, 
where she died of her injuries. 

Police are looking for two 
suspects who fled the home 
and drove away in a small, 
black, two-door vehicle. 

One suspect is described as 
male, six-foot-two, about 250 
pounds, in his mid-to-late 20s 
with long black hair and olive 
skin. He was seen wearing a 
white and blue T-shirt. 

The second suspect is de¬ 


scribed as male, six feet tall, 
with olive skin and in his mid- 
to-late 20s. He has a slim build, 
black hair and was last seen 
wearing a black shirt and blue 
jeans. 

Both suspects are believed 
to be armed and dangerous. 

“We believe this residence 
was specifically targeted and 
the incident was drug-related,” 
EPS Staff Sgt. Bill Clark said in 
a media release. 

A forensics vehicle remained 
parked out front of a bungalow 
Monday morning. A wooden 
gate at the back of the house 
was broken and blocked off 


with police tape. 

A few doors down from the 
home, neighbour Fran Wolver 
said she heard nothing unusual 
early Sunday morning but no¬ 
ticed the police tape around 
the home at about 9 a.m. 

She said she doesn’t know 
who lives in the home and that 
the flurry of police activity is 
unusual for the normally quiet 
neighbourhood. 

“My neighbour across the 
street said she had her win¬ 
dows open and didn’t hear 
anything that night,” she 
said. “But this can happen 
anywhere.”

“It’s crisp. It’s clean and it’s 
somewhere people are going to 
come in the middle of winter,” 
he said. “Edmonton is a strong 
northern city and it is only fair 
that we build our brand around 
a symbol that is representative 
of that.” 

The city was not involved in 
the naming process for the area, 
but Coun. Scott McKeen said 
he believes it aligns with a lot 
of what Edmonton is trying to 
do around being a winter city. 

“We do not have to apologize 
for being a winter city and we 
need to find ways to honour 
that and exploit that,” he said. 

“I love that it ties in with that 
and is not a corporate name.” 

In addition to the new name, 
the Oilers announced a new 


headquarters for the project, 
which will include a sales office 
for Oilers season tickets and a 
sales centre for new condomin¬ 
iums going up in the district. 

They also announced a new 
groceiy store, a daycare centre 
and a Rexall Pharmacy would 
be built in the district, though 
details were not available. 

Darren Durstling, president 
and CEO of WAM development, 
said talks on the new groceiy 
store are well underway and the 
group hopes to have something 
to announce soon. “We have 
been working with the groceiy 
store for about eight months 
and we are close to finalizing it.” 

The store will be part of a com¬ 
plex built on 


top of the cur¬ 
rent Greyhound 
bus depot, 
which will 
also include a 
new residential 
tower and mov¬ 
ie theatres. 

Durstling 
said the complex will include 
restaurants at ground level and 
possibly a fitness centre. The 
daycare centre will be in the 
new city office tower and the 
new pharmacy will face onto 
the new plaza. 

Durstling said construction on 
that project will get underway 
next spring—when Greyhound 
moves out of its building at the 
end of its lease.

Edmonton driver hypocrisy highlighted in report

Residents lamenting how bad 
Edmonton drivers are should, 
apparently, look in the mirror. 

A report from the city’s office 
of traffic safety released Monday 
shows that many drivers fre¬ 
quently do things on the road 
they consider unacceptable. 

For instance, 99 per cent of 
drivers surveyed said speed¬ 
ing is dangerous on residential 


streets, but more than 40 per 
cent admit to having done so 
in the past 30 days. 

Almost all drivers, 98 per 
cent, said using 
phones while 
driving is dan¬ 
gerous, yet 30 
per cent also said 
they have done so 
recently. 

Most people 
speed on free¬ 
ways — 88 per 
cent of respond¬ 
ents think it’s 


okay to do — but 97 per cent 
said that it poses a threat to 
their safety. 

Laura Thue, the city’s sen¬ 
ior research co¬ 
ordinator for 
traffic safety, 
worked on the 
research for the 
past year. More 
than 2,200 Ed¬ 
montonians re¬ 
sponded to the 
random sample 
telephone and 
online survey. 


“(The results) may not have 
been that surprising but at least 
now we have the evidence,” 
Thule said. “We tended to find 
a gap between what people say, 
how they feel, and then how 
they actually behave on the 
roadways.” 

She said the incongruity is 
common in most realms of hu¬ 
man behaviour, but in this case, 
it can change. Thue cites the 
changed perception of impaired 
driving as an example. 

“We can (and) have to change 
behaviour,” she said.

NEIGHBOURHOODS 

What’s 
in a 
name? 

Some city regions are born 
named, some achieve names 
and others have names thrust 
upon them. 

Strathcona is an old city, Jas¬ 
per Place an old town, North 
Edmonton is an old village, and 
all were absorbed into Edmon¬ 
ton with their names intact. 

Some offer namesakes to 
homesteaders and founders, 
such as Laurent Garneau, who 
settled the area now between 
109 and 112 Street. 

Laurier Heights pays homage 
to the seventh Prime Minister 
of Canada, Rossdale is named 
after the man who built the 
area’s first hotel, Donald Ross. 

City archivist Kathryn Ivany 
calls this the “famous man 
theory,” but it’s outdated. 

Today, all new neighbour¬ 
hood names go through a nam¬ 
ing committee and application 
process. 

“It’s developer-driven,” Ivany 
said. “(Developers) pick the 
theme for the area and if the 
naming committee approves 
the name or finds names for 
sections, it goes ahead.” 

Name proposals are reviewed 
based on gender equality and 
other city priorities. 

“There was an emphasis on 
aboriginal naming,” Ivany said. 
“Mill Woods adopted many 
more aboriginal names, that 
was a city initiative in the 1970s 
because (the area) was part of 
an old [First Nations] reserve.” 

When naming the commun¬ 
ity of Blatchford, the commit¬ 
tee spent time looking at local 
aviation founders and chose 
former mayor Kenneth Blatch¬ 
ford, who helped clear the way 
for the City Centre Airport in 
1926. 

Certain neighbourhoods 
have unofficial names. Crest- 
wood’s Christmas spirit has 
earned it the handle, “Candy 
Cane Lane,” and Oliver, to 
some, is the “Gaybourhood” 
of Edmonton. 

Ivany said most often, when 
a name changes, it’s “to rep¬ 
resent the neighbourhood as 
it has developed.” But some 
names “just stick.” 

Parts of the city like China¬ 
town — despite evolving since 
its inception in the 1890s, and 
the pre-First World War Ware¬ 
house District, which used to be 
lined with railway-necessitated 
storage — are tough to rename. 

But in the case of the new 
“Ice District,” Ivany said it’s 
been called the “Arena District” 
on all of the city’s literature to 
date, and it didn’t go through 
the naming committee process. 

“Maybe this is a unique en¬ 
tity in that it’s a big redevelop¬ 
ment of the downtown area,”

Debt totals at 
least $4 billion, 
records show 

The federal revenue agency 
has written off at least $4 bil¬ 
lion in debts in the last two 
years — including accounts 
worth more than $10 million, 
newly released records show. 

Debts were declared un¬ 
collectible because those

The outstanding balance 
in undisputed, unpaid taxes 
was $29 billion as of March 
31, 2012, the federal auditor 
general reported in a 2013 
examination of the issue.

She had pleaded guilty for 
her role in an elaborate Is¬ 
raeli-based boiler room phone 
fraud that fleeced unwitting 
elderly Americans out of mil¬ 
lions. 

U.S. court documents have 
detailed her as someone who 
once struggled with alcohol 
and drug abuse but got treat¬ 


ment in prison. 

She was spared jail and 
sentenced to time served after 
she had spent nearly four- 
and-a-half years in custody. 

The judge who presided 
over her case said Rosenberg 
had made a lot of progress in 
five years, including becom¬ 
ing “clean and sober.”

Settlement fund 
is fair, judge says 


LAC-MEGANTIC 

Payments to 
victims in 
disaster can 
proceed: Court 

The $430-million settlement fund 
proposal for victims of the Lac- 
Megantic train disaster is fair and 
can proceed despite objections 
by Canadian Pacific Railway Ltd., 
a Quebec judge ruled Monday. 

Superior Court Justice Gae- 
tan Dumas rejected two Can¬ 
adian Pacific motions aimed at 
stopping the fund, which is ear¬ 
marked for more than 4,000 vic¬ 
tims and creditors in connection 
with the derailment that killed 
47 people in July 2013. 

CP said Monday it would re¬ 
view the decision and that it 
would have no other immedi¬ 
ate comment. While the com¬ 
pany can appeal the ruling, it 


will require the permission of 
an appeals court justice to do so. 

Lawyer Jeff Orenstein, who 
represents the victims of the 
tragedy, said if CP is not granted 
the right to appeal, he hopes to 
have the millions distributed to 
victims as soon as possible. 

On July 6,2013, an unmanned 
train owned by the Montreal 
Maine and Atlantic Railway Ltd. 
(MMA) roared into Lac-Megantic 
and derailed, with its cargo ex¬ 
ploding and decimating part of 
the downtown core. 

MMA didn’t have enough in¬ 
surance to pay damages to vic¬ 
tims and creditors, so it filed for 
bankruptcy in the U.S. and Can¬ 
ada. About 25 companies accused 
of responsibility in the tragedy 
agreed to pay $431.5 million to 


victims. The terms of the fund 
offer all the companies giving 
money a full release from legal 
liability, in both the United States 
and Canada, for the disaster. 

While CP has said previously 
it doesn’t dispute that families 
of the victims deserve compensa¬ 
tion, it insists it was not respon¬ 
sible for what happened. 

The approved plan would see 
just under $200 million go to the 
government of Quebec and the 
town of Lac-Megantic for cleanup. 

About $111 million would be 
distributed to families of the 
deceased and the remaining 
millions are reserved for other 
claims such as psychological and 
material damages suffered as a 
result of the train derailment.

OTTAWA 

Immi gration board to rule on 
man’s request to ease conditions 


A man who has been con¬ 
victed of trafficking drugs and 
weapons and who has no cit¬ 
izenship from any country is 
expected to learn on Thursday 
if he can have his release con¬ 
ditions relaxed. 

Deepan Budlalcoti, 25, asked 
a member of the Immigration 
and Refugee Board on Monday 
to ease the restrictions of his 
release because he says they are 
psychologically harmful and 
violate his constitutional rights. 

Budlalcoti says he is not an 
official citizen of any country 
and is considered a “non-status” 


person living in Canada. 

Court documents state he 
was bom in Ottawa in 1989 to 
Indian parents who worked 
for Indian High Commission 
officials. He was not granted 
automatic citizenship. 

The federal government in 
2011 declared Budlalcoti in¬ 
admissible to remain in Can¬ 
ada after he was sentenced to 
more than three years in prison 
after being convicted of break¬ 
ing and entering, weapons and 
dmg trafficking, as well as the 
illegal possession of a firearm. 

Ottawa tried to have him 


deported but in 2013 Indian 
officials refused to give him 
a travel permit because they 
did not recognize him as an 
Indian citizen. 

He was released from de¬ 
tention by the Canada Border 
Services Agency in 2013 and 
remains free in Ottawa under 
certain conditions. 

An immigration board mem¬ 
ber is expected to decide Thurs¬ 
day whether to relax Budlalcoti’s 
restrictions, but the Canada 
Border Services Agency opposes 
any easing of his release condi¬ 
tions.

Photographers 
and brides ask 
for 'unplugged’ 
ceremonies 

Here comes the bride — and out 
come the smartphones. 

Wedding guests are often 
keen to capture all the special 
moments during a couple’s big 
day. But the flashing glare from 
cameras, phones and even tab¬ 
lets can prove disruptive during 
the ceremony—so much so that 
some couples are asking their 
guests to power off their devices. 

Photographer Lainie Hanlon 
recalled asking a camera-toting 
guest who obstructed her view 
to take a seat — and she refused. 

“She apparently takes photos 
on the side as a part-time hobby 
and I was a veiy bitter photog¬ 
rapher after that because she 
basically ruined every single 


ceremony photo that I had,” 
recalled Hanlon, owner of La¬ 
inie Hird Photography in Inger- 
soll, Ont. 

Hanlon said gadget use dur¬ 
ing ceremonies has increased 
in recent years, with guests not 
only taking smartphone photos 
but videotaping the entire cere¬ 
mony. 

She broaches the subject of 
“unplugged” ceremonies as an 
option for clients tying the knot. 

“I give them an example: If 
I’m standing at the altar with the 
groom and I’m looking down, 
all I see are cellphones, is that 
something that you’re going 
to want to see in your photo? 
Ninety-five per cent of them 
now say: ‘Yeah, you’re right, this 
isn’t something that we want.’ 
... You can’t redo a ceremony.” 

Stephanie Fusco recalled 
attending a wedding where a 
woman was jostling for position 
with the photographer during 
key moments of the ceremony. 
She knew she didn’t want to 


face a similar issue for her own 
recent nuptials. Both families 
and Fusco’s close friends were 
aware of her concerns. She also 
expressed her wishes and rea¬ 
sons behind an unplugged cere¬ 
mony in a post on her lifestyle 
and beauty blog, Leopard is a 
Neutral. 

Guests wound up taking 
photos anyway during the cere¬ 
mony held at a Toronto church. 
But rather than being upset, 
Fusco said she was “really grate¬ 
ful” for the additional images. 

“I think what I was most con¬ 
cerned about... was just being 
distracted by people and people 
having a bad experience because 
of people trying to get photos,” 
said Fusco, 26, a social media 
professional. 

“I think we’ve all been that 
guest at a wedding or at an event 
where you feel like you’re watch¬ 
ing the whole thing through 
somebody else’s smartphone. 
And on the day of, I honestly 
didn’t notice.” 


Tracey Manailescu, co-founder 
of The Wedding Planners Insti¬ 
tute of Canada, said couples can 
inform guests that they’ve opted 
for an unplugged ceremony. 

“Put a note on the program 
about it as well (stating): ‘We 
would really like you to be in 
the moment with us and see¬ 
ing our exchange of love. Please 
put the cameras away at this 
time and we promise a lot of 
photos together afterward,”’ 
said Manailescu. 

Ottawa-based officiants Keith 
and Lynne Langille have start¬ 
ed encouraging couples to opt 
for unplugged ceremonies, 
which Keith said now account 
for about 90 per cent of their 
weddings. 

Langille said he announces 
the plans to guests just before 
the event gets underway, but 
he does allow them to capture 
a few quick snaps. And then 
they sit down, they relax and 
they enjoy what is an awesome 
ceremony.” the Canadian press

SASKATCHEWAN WILDFIRES 

Evacuees warned 
against going home 


Emergency officials are warn¬ 
ing thousands of fire evacuees 
from northern Saskatchewan 
not to go home until it’s safe. 

Some residents have been 
allowed to return to a handful 
of communities and wildfires 
across the province have be¬ 
come “a bit more normalized,” 
Duane McKay with emergency 
management said Monday. 

But that progress doesn’t 
mean all danger has passed, 
he said. 

“Until wildfire management 
actually issues an all-clear for 
people to return, we respectful¬ 
ly request that people restrict 
on themselves trav¬ 
el in those areas.” 

Flames and 
thick smoke have 
forced about 13,000 
people out of their 
homes in at least 
50 communities 
over the last two 
weeks. Fires have 
destroyed 81 hous¬ 
es and cabins. 

Nearly 1,500 fire¬ 
fighters are in the region, in¬ 
cluding Edmonton militaiy per¬ 
sonnel and crews from other 
provinces and the U.S. About 90 
northern residents also started 
fire training Monday so they

can join the effort. 

McKay said he understands 
that evacuees want to know 
how much longer they’ll be 
out of their homes. Officials are 
reviewing which communities 
are no longer under threat and 
have utility services and road 
access. Evacuation orders may 
be lifted after meeting with 
municipal leaders. 

About 130 evacuees were 
allowed to return Sunday to 
Grandmother’s Bay reserve. 
Others from eight communities 
not under evacuation orders 
also went home after smoke 
no longer blocked road trav¬ 
el and ceased to 
pose health con¬ 
cerns. 

Word of those 
going back 
prompted some 
people to drive 
back to their 
properties to 
check on them, 
and the traffic 
posed a problem 
for firefighters, 

said McKay. 

The fire situation remains 
“dynamic,” said Steve Roberts 
with wildfire management. 

There were 127 fires burning 
on Monday, the Canadian press

Uber merges on HOV lane 

Uber seized on the near- 
empty high-occupancy 
vehicle (HOV) lanes to 
launch its car-pooling ser¬ 
vice in Toronto Monday, 
which will run until the 
end of the Pan Am Games. 

Since a judge denied 
the city's request to shut 
down Uber's operations, 
Uber Canada is push¬ 
ing ahead with UberPool, 
which already operates in 
five cities. 

It means UberX drivers 
can now pick up two dif¬ 
ferent ride requests head¬ 
ing on a similar route. 

Company officials are 
promising savings of 20 
to 50 per cent, depending 
on how long the ride is 
shared. 

The company is billing 
UberPool as a way to keep 
Toronto moving during 
the Games. Traffic in the 
city has been dense since 
some lanes were restrict¬ 
ed to accredited vehicles 
and those carrying three 
or more people. 

"We have been looking 
at Toronto as an option for 
UberPool for quite some 
time," said Uber Canada 
general manager Ian Black 
in a telephone interview.

Spacecraft 
set to fly by 
in historic 
flight Tuesday 

Little Pluto is a little bigger 
than anyone imagined. 

On the eve of NASA’s his¬ 
toric flyby of Pluto, scientists 
announced Monday that the 
New Horizons spacecraft has 
nailed the size of the faraway 
icy world. 

Measurements by the space¬ 
craft set to sweep past Pluto on 
Tuesday indicate the diameter 
of the dwarf planet is 2,370 
kilometres, plus or minus 19 
kilometres. That’s about 80 
kilometres bigger than previ¬ 
ous estimates in the low range. 

Principal scientist Alan Stem 
said this means Pluto has a 
lower density than thought, 
which could mean an icier and 
less rocky interior. 


New Horizons’ 4.8 billion- 
kilometre, 9 1/2-year journey 
from Cape Canaveral, Florida, 
culminates Tuesday morning 
when the spacecraft zooms 
within 12,500 kilometres of 
Pluto at 49,900 km/h. 

Mission managers said 
there’s only one chance in 
10,000 that something could go 
wrong, like a debilitating debris 
strike, this late in the game. But 
Stern cautioned: “we’re flying 
into the unknown. This is the 
risk we take with all kinds of 
exploration.” 

“It sounds like science fic¬ 
tion, but it’s not,” Stern said 
as he opened a news confer¬ 
ence at mission headquarters 
in Maiyland. “Tomorrow mor¬ 
ning a United States spacecraft 
will fly by the Pluto system and 
make histoiy.” 

Discovered in 1930, Pluto 
is the last planet in our solar 
system to be explored. It was 
a full-fledged planet when 
New Horizons rocketed away 
in 2006, only to become de-

moted to dwarf-planet status 
later that year. 

New Horizons has already 
beamed back the best-ever im¬ 
ages of Pluto and its big moon 
Charon on the far fringes of 
the solar system. 

“The Pluto system is enchant¬ 
ing in its strangeness, its alien 
beauty,” said Stern, a planetary 
scientist at Southwest Research 
Institute in Boulder, Colorado. 

With the encounter finally 
at hand, it all seems surreal 
for the New Horizons team 
gathered at Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity’s Applied Physics Lab¬ 
oratory. The energy there was 
described as electric.

Ashes of 
scientist 
on board 

Come Tuesday, Clyde Tombaugh 
will pass within 7,800 miles of 
the icy world he discovered 85 
years ago. 

His ashes are flying on NASA’s 
New Horizons spacecraft on hu¬ 
manity’s first journey to Pluto. 

New Horizons also is carry¬ 
ing a 1991 U.S. postage stamp 
that’s about to become obso¬ 
lete — it trumpets “Pluto Not 
Yet Explored” — as well as two 
state quarters, one representing 
Florida, home of the launch 
site, and the other Maiyland, 
headquarters for the spacecraft 
developers and flight control. 

In all, nine small mementoes 
are tucked aboard New Hor¬ 
izons. There’s a good reason 
there are nine. 

When New Horizons rock¬ 
eted away from Cape Canaveral 
on Jan. 19, 2006, Pluto was the 
ninth planet in our solar system. 
It was demoted to dwarf planet 
a scant seven months later. 

Tombaugh’s widow and two 
children offered up an ounce 
of the farm boy-tumed-astron- 
omer’s ashes for the journey to

What's next for Greece? 

Greece's bailout deal isn't a 
deal — yet. 

It becomes one only if 
Greece meets tough con¬ 
ditions, like quickly pass¬ 
ing a slew of far-reaching 
economic reforms, cuts and 
privatizations. 

After the Greek govern¬ 
ment dismayed creditors by 
repealing some economic 
measures and dragging 
its feet in negotiations, 
key lender states led by 
Germany took a hard line:

Greece's banks have 
been closed since the 
European Central Bank 
refused two weeks ago to 
allow them to draw more 
emergency credit. Once 
the legislation passes and

U.S. knew 
kingpin’s 
plans 

U.S. drug authorities knew Mex¬ 
ican drug kingpin Joaquin (El 
Chapo) Guzman and his asso¬ 
ciates had developed several 
escape plans starting almost 
immediately after his arrest last 
year, according to internal Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
documents. 

The internal DEA documents 
reveal that drug agents first got 
information on escape plans 
in March 2014, about a month 
after Guzman was captured in 
the Mexican seaside resort town 
of Mazatlan. Various Guzman 
family members and drug-world 
associates were considering “po¬ 
tential operations to free Guz¬ 
man,” the documents show. 

That Guzman began plotting 
to break out shortly after his ar¬ 
rest should have come as little 
surprise to Mexican authorities: 
the DEA had alerted them about 
the plans. Mexican federal gov¬ 
ernment officials did not im¬ 
mediately respond to requests 
for comment about the earlier 
escape schemes. 

Since the 1990s his violent 
and powerful cartel has been 
known for digging sophisticat¬ 
ed smuggling tunnels under 
the U.S. border with Mexico. 
Guzman was first arrested in 
1993 but escaped from one of 
Mexico’s top-security prisons, 
in Jalisco, in Januaiy 2001, al¬ 
legedly by hiding in a laundiy 
basket. He evaded capture in 
early February 2014 through 
an elaborate network of tun¬ 
nels that connected multiple 
safe houses in Culiacan, in his 
home state of Sinaloa, and was 
arrested again a month later. 

“There’s some irony that 
the master of tunnels does it 
through a tunnel,” said Jim 
Dinkins, the former head of 
Immigration and Customs En¬ 
forcement’s Homeland Security 
Investigations Unit. “It’s really 
ingenious.” 

Dinkins said the sophisticated 
tunnel described by Mexican 
authorities would usually take 
about a year and half to two 
years to complete, suggesting it 
was started almost immediately 
after Guzman’s arrest. 

“What probably worked well 
for them was all the construc¬ 
tion around the facility,” Dinkins 
said. “It’s the removal of dirt and 
debris that can cause attention.”

‘Communist 
crucifix’ OK'd 


BOLIVIA

unusual gift 

Pope Francis says he wasn’t of¬ 
fended by the “Communist cruci¬ 
fix” given to him by Bolivian 
President Evo Morales during 
his South American pilgrimage. 

Morales surprised the pontiff 
with the unusual gift, a crucifix 
attached to a hammer and sickle, 
when Francis arrived in La Paz 
on Wednesday 

The crucifix was a replica of 
one designed by a Jesuit priest, 
the Rev. Luis Espinal, who was 
tortured and killed by Bolivian 
paramilitary squads in 1980. 
Francis prayed at the site of 
Espinal’s assassination upon 
his arrival in Bolivia. 

The modified crucifix immedi¬ 
ately raised eyebrows, with some 
questioning whether Morales, 
whose socialist and anti-church 
rhetoric is well-known, was try¬ 
ing to score a questionable pol¬ 


itical point with a questionable, 
and possibly sacrilegious, meld¬ 
ing of faith and ideology. 

Francis, an Argentine Jesuit, 
said Espinal was well-known 
among his fellow Jesuits as a pro¬ 
ponent of the Marxist strain of 
liberation theology. The Vatican 
opposed it, fearing that Marxists 
were using liberation theology’s 
“preferential option for the poor” 
as a call for armed revolution 
against oppressive right-wing 
regimes that were in power in 
much of Latin America in the 
1970s and 1980s. 

During a news conference en 
route home to Rome on Sun¬ 
day, Francis said he interpreted 
Morales’ gift through the prism 
of Espinal’s Marxist bent and 
viewed it as protest art. 

Francis added that he brought 
the crucifix home with him.

'Stingy’ world must aid 
Syria’s displaced: Malala 


Rich countries should spend 
less on weapons in the Syr¬ 
ian civil war and more on 
education, Nobel Peace Prize 
laureate Malala Yousafzai said 
Monday, calling world leaders 
“quite stingy” as she toured a 
camp for the conflict’s refu¬ 
gees. 

Malala, a champion for 
girls’ education rights, was 
joined in Azraq camp by Me- 
zon al-Melihan, a 17-year-old 
refugee who has been urging 
girls to stay in school. Malala 
and Mezon, an Azraq resident, 
walked hand-in-hand through 
the camp, made up of rows of 
white, prefabricated shelters 
that serve as home to close 
to 20,000 refugees. The teens 
spoke to school girls, played 
on a swing set and kicked 
around a soccer ball. 

Since the 2011 outbreak 
of Syria’s conflict, more than 
four million Syrians have fled 
their country, most settling 
in neighbouring countries 
such as Jordan. Aid agencies 
asked for $4.5 billion for 2015 
to help refugees, but have 
been forced to slash support 
programs because of large 
funding gaps.

Malala, who rose to fame 
after being shot by the Tali¬ 
ban in her native Pakistan 
in 2012 for insisting on her 
right to education, said the 
world must do more to help 
the refugees.

Two of Bill Cosby’s accusers 
joined a court bid Monday to 
have his full testimony from 
a 2005 sexual-battery lawsuit 
unsealed. 

Beth Ferrier and Rebecca Neal 
say the deposition excerpts re¬ 
leased last week mention them 
but don’t paint the whole picture. 

Lawyer Gloria Allred, speak¬ 
ing on their behalf at a news 
conference in Los Angeles, says 
they want to challenge defence 
comments that Cosby’s accusers 
have been “discredited.” 

The women’s lawyers filed 
the papers in Philadelphia, 
where they were “Jane Does” 
supporting a former Temple Uni¬ 
versity employee who said Cosby 
had drugged and molested her. 

The newly released excerpts 
show Cosby acknowledging he 
got Quaaludes in the 1970s to 
give women before they had sex. 

More than two dozen women 
have accused Cosby of sexual 
misconduct in the past four dec¬ 
ades, and many alleged that he 
drugged and raped them. The 
77-year-old comedian, who has 
never been charged with a crime, 
has denied some accusations 
while declining to comment or 
respond to the others. 

A phone message left for Cos¬ 
by’s attorneys in Philadelphia 
was not immediately returned. 


Ferrier noted that excerpts 
released by a judge in Pennsyl¬ 
vania last week referenced her 
case but include Cosby’s denials 
of her claims. She said it’s import¬ 
ant that his entire testimony be 
made public to challenge com¬ 
ments that Cosby’s accusers have 
been discredited. 

Ferrier said she believes Cosby 
slipped a drug into her coffee 
when she visited with him in 
Denver. 

“In the recently released ex¬ 
cerpts of his deposition, Bill Cos¬ 
by admits that he was with me 
in Denver and that he, quote, 


‘probably had sex with me,”’ 
Ferrier said at the news confer¬ 
ence Monday. 

“It is important for the world 
to know the truth about how Bill 
Cosby hunted me like a preda¬ 
tor,” she said. “My refusal of his 
constant advances fuelled his 
desire and eventual drugging- 
rape ritual.” 

Ferrier’s lawyer, Joyce L. Col¬ 
lier, said in the motion that “Cos¬ 
by has made multiple public 
statements claiming that women 
who have accused him of sexual 
assault have been ‘discredited.’”

Railway outlook hurt 
by slowdown: Analyst 


Pepper, the new companion ro¬ 
bot from Tokyo-based technology 
company Softbank Corp., delivers 
cuteness like you’ve never seen. 

What’s striking is the abso¬ 
lutely ardent attention it gives 
you — frankly a lot better than 
some real-fife people. 

“You look a bit thin,” it coos 
in a soft childlike voice, free of 
any rigid mechanical accent. 
“You should watch what you eat.” 

The 121-centimetre tall white 
machine-on-wheels was disarm¬ 
ingly charming and definitely 
intriguing when I spent half a 
day with it, ahead of its deliv- 
eiy to its first customers later 
this month. 

It’s another matter entirely 
whether it’s worth the price tag 
of 198,000 yen ($1,600 US), plus 
the maintenance and insurance 
costs that ownership entails, add¬ 
ing up to some 1.2 million yen 


($10,000 US) for an estimated 
three-year lifespan. 

Available only in Japan so far, 
overseas sales are undecided. 
The programming it has now 
caters to Japanese tastes. A U.S. 
version will obviously have to 


be quite different. 

Pepper has cameras, lasers 
and infrared in its hairless head 
so it can detect human faces. 
Whatever direction you move, 
its cocked head will also move, 
intently looking into your face 


with its big eyes, like a puppy. 
Except this pet can talk. 

The robot is equipped with 
enough of a repertoire to avoid 
easy boredom. That repertoire 
is constantly being updated 
through a WiFi connection. 

Each Pepper is hand-made by 
Foxconn in China, limiting sup¬ 
plies to 1,000 a month. 

Of course, there is no illusion 
it’s human. But just as a movie, 
a video game or a good book 
can be fascinating, without any 
pretense about being real, Pep¬ 
per is fun. 

“Let’s grow and get better 
together,” it says with bubbly 
emotion in a poignant moment.

Canada’s sluggish economy and 
lower volumes of coal, grain and 
energy products could under¬ 
mine the lofty 2015 earnings 
goals for the country’s two 
largest railways, say industry 
analysts. 

Canadian National and Can¬ 
adian Pacific are expected to 
temper their earnings outlook 
when they report results next 
week. 

Calgaiy-based CP had antici¬ 
pated at least 25 per cent earn¬ 
ings per share growth for the 
year, while Montreal’s CN had 
suggested nearly 10 per cent 
growth. 

But lower freight volumes in 
recent months prompted several 
analysts to trim their earnings 
forecasts for the second quarter. 

CN’s volumes were down 7.3 


per cent in the second quarter, 
led by double-digit decreases 
for coal and grain. CP volumes 
decreased 5.8 per cent. 

Although WTI oil prices 
surged about 25 per cent in 
the quarter, the railways are be¬ 
ing hurt by a delayed recovery 
in crude volumes as heavy oil 
producers were forced to shut 
down production for about two 
weeks due to wildfires in north¬ 
ern Alberta.

Why stop at bike lanes? 
Let’s ditch sidewalks, too 



By excising several underused 
bike lanes throughout the 
city, and slating several more 
for removal, Edmonton’s city 
council has demonstrated its 
laudable commitment to our 
right to open roads. But devot¬ 
ing nearly a million dollars to 
removing bicycle infrastruc¬ 
ture is a classic case of missing 
a forest for the trees. All this 
time, we’ve overlooked the 
real blight to motorists and 
their roads: sidewalks. 

Edmonton, quite simply, 
has a sidewalk problem. 

Like most of us, I have a 
sidewalk outside my house. 
Hardly anyone uses it — es¬ 
pecially in the winter. It’s a 
15-metre ribbon of concrete 
that’s basically decorative, and 
it takes away space from cars. 

Let’s look at the math. Most 
cities devote about one-third 


of their urban space to roads 
and sidewalks, and in Ed¬ 
monton, roughly 55 per cent 
of our roads have sidewalks 
(why so many!?). That means 
as much as one-sixth of our 
road space, meant for cars, is 
a sidewalk. 

Meanwhile, the city’s own 
figures show that when we 
walk, 92 per cent of us go less 
than two kilometres. Our mo¬ 
tivations for walking, research 
shows, are mostly for social or 
recreational purposes. Do we 
really need to rob our roads 
and taxpaying drivers of space 
for concrete decorations when 
the majority of their users 
only walk short distances, and 
then do so only for leisure? 

The answer is clear. 

You might argue that tak¬ 
ing out the sidewalks will be 
expensive. I have one word for 
you: Winter. 

Come winter, no one walks 
anyway. We have to shovel 
the sidewalks in the winter 
— think of the wasted man¬ 
hours involved in that. 


Similarly, the city needs 
special machines to clear 
snow from sidewalks. It’s 
fantastically expensive. Tally 
these numbers against the 
cost of removing sidewalks, 
why don’t you? 

Certainly, the presence of 
a sidewalk has the effect of 
reducing pedestrian fatalities 
and slowing traffic. When I’m 
driving, my eye catches those 
people walking and I wony 
that one will dart in front of 
my car and I’ll be driving fast. 
Then I’d be a murderer in 
their eyes. The thought stress¬ 
es me out. 

Without sidewalks, think 
about how much wider we 
could make our streets. Traffic 
would be fast. Less conges¬ 
tion. Driving would be easy, 
obstacle-free. We could get to 
where we’re going so much 
more quickly. 

That’s what city council 
needs to think about. Why 
take these half measures? 
Apply the logic that got rid of 
those damn bike lanes to get¬ 


ting rid of sidewalks. 

You may argue that some 
places need sidewalks — like 
schools or the space in front 
of businesses. But let’s be real¬ 
istic: hardly anyone walks to 
school any more. I wouldn’t 
leave my ldds on a sidewalk. 
It’s dangerous out there. 

And it’s far easier to drive 
up to a business’ front door 
than it is to walk there. Let’s 
be honest. 

I’m not against all side¬ 
walks. But let’s get them off 
the roads that cars rightful¬ 
ly use and put them places 
where cars aren’t. Sidewalks 
through the river valley? Sure 
thing. Sidewalks in a park? 
Excellent. But sidewalks along 
Jasper Avenue, or other es¬ 
sential space for motorists? 
Seems to me that space could 
be better used for parking and 
another lane or two of traffic.

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What I learned 
about love at a 
communist wedding 



You wouldn't know it was a 
communist wedding just by 
looking at it. 

There was iced tea, along 
with plastic sunglasses and 
paper fans, to ward off the 
sun and heat. There were 
chairs tied with bows and 
centrepieces on banquet 
tables. A band poured a mix 
of Latin tunes and jazz stan¬ 
dards over the crowd. Men 
wore suits and collared shirts. 
Women stood in platform 
heels and strapless dresses. 

A mix of ages and races. 

A relaxed atmosphere, yes. 
Revolutionary? Not so much. 

But then came the clues. 

First, the officiant wel¬ 
comed friends, family and 
comrades. 

Then, he moved swiftly into 
a spiel on the sexist history of 
marriage, before promising 
the couple that, nevertheless, 
they could create a unique, 
equal union. 

Weddings are built of stor¬ 
ies. How a couple met, fell 
in love, what each of them is 
like. What their future holds, 
what their love means to 
each other and to the group. 

And in a communist wed¬ 
ding, what their loves means 
to the revolutionary struggle. 

"The ruling class of Los 
Angeles should be shaking 
in their boots," the officiant 
quipped. The crowd laughed. 
He was a very funny com¬ 
munist. 

He quoted Karl Marx, Che 
Guevara, and even Jesus (the 
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revolutionary). 

The way some priests 
talk of God, this orator ex¬ 
pounded on the dream of a 
communist future. 

During her vows, the bride 
talked of how love blossomed 
when the couple went to 
Ferguson to protest after the 
non-indictment of Darren 
Wilson for Michael Brown's 
death and were arrested. The 
groom had himself locked up 
so he could be with her; he 
found a way to hold her hand 
in jail. 

At a communist wedding, 
there are frequent references 
to protests, arrests and the 
police. Also: frequent praise 
for elders, now in their 60s. 

I had believed communism 
was mostly ideological his¬ 
tory, laid to rest after the Cold 
War. What could anyone find 
in it in now? I wondered. 

The wedding had the 
answer. The guests behaved 
like a village, bound so tightly 
that it was hard to tell who 
was related by blood. They 
shared a bond of more than 
love. It's a common path. 

For a Catholic at an atheist 
communist wedding, it felt 
oddly familiar to see love 
bound up in a belief about a 
life worth living. (Imagine the 
depth of the ceremony, say, 
if a nun married a priest.) 

I had to hand it to the 
happy couple. Who gets 
married these days not just 
to change their own lives, 
but the world?

R&B singer 
Miguel explores 
racial identity 
in new album 

“Too proper for the black 
kids, too black for the Mex¬ 
icans,” Miguel sings on the 
song What’s Normal Anyway. 

The R&B star, who is black 
and Mexican, explores his 
racial identity and more on 
the track, which he calls “the 
spine” of his new album, Wild¬ 
heart. 

“It was a challenge for 
people to understand. It was 
always a question of, ‘What 
are you? Where do you come 
from?”’ the 29-year-old Los 
Angeleno said. “And I guess it 
kind of rubs off on you ... and 
you wonder, ‘Who do I identify 
with more?’ The opening line 
is kind of like the beginning 
— it was part of my personal 
journey.” 

The song features the refrain 
“I never feel like I belong,” and 
the sound marks a departure 
for the singer, whose No. 1 R&B 
hits include Sure Thing, Lotus 
Flower Bomb and the Grammy- 
winning Adorn, which helped 
Miguel cross over to pop. 

He says race is an issue 
America needs to tackle quick¬ 
ly, especially in the wake of 
Donald Trump’s comments 
about some Mexican immi¬ 


grants being rapists, crimin¬ 
als and drug dealers. Trump’s 
statements led numerous busi¬ 
nesses to cut ties with him, 
including Macy’s, and cost 
the Miss USA pageant, which 
Trump partially owns, its tele¬ 
casts on NBC and Univision. 

“Hopefully we’re ready as 
a culture to face it head-on 
and not put a Band-Aid on it 
in some ways and pacify it in 
some ways. It’s a real pivot¬ 
al time and there’s a way to 
hopefully start affecting the 
way we are programmed to 
look at each other because it 
really does come down to the 
way people are portrayed in 
the media that carries on into 
our perceptions in real life,” 
Miguel said. 

“It’s disgusting, it really 
is disgusting,” he added of 
Trump’s comments 

Wildheart, which debuted 
at No. 2 on Billboard’s 200 al¬ 
bums and R&B/Hip-Hop albums 
charts last week, ditches his 
radio-ready sound for a more 
artistic approach. He calls the 
album “a lot more aggressive.” 

“It has so much to do with 
the energy and pace and per¬ 
spective I have on the world 
now. I think being a little more 
sturdy as a human being, I 
guess I’m more sure of myself, 
and I think that confidence 
affords or informs a certain 
decisiveness,” he said. 

Miguel says he didn’t want 
to completely alienate his radio 
fans with his changing sound, 


so he released the groovy Cof¬ 
fee as the album’s first single. 

“It was kind of the perfect 
wedge to crack open the door 
as we move forward,” he said. 
“I’d be lying if I said I didn’t 
want my songs to go No. 1 
pop. I think any artist who 
pretends they don’t want that 
is in denial.... I want to reach 
more people, but I want to do 
it my way.” 

The album also features col¬ 
laborations with Lenny Kra- 
vitz and Kurupt, and the song 
Leaves samples the Smashing 
Pumpkins’ 1979. 

“We’re all standing on the 
shoulders of giants. There’s 
nothing that hasn’t been 
done.... There’s going to be 
moments where you do things 
that are reminiscent of other 
things. And even if you’re not 
aware of them, I think it’s just 
best out of respect to reach 
out,” he says.

Wi-Fi could 



be the death 
of in-flight 
entertainment 


My first exposure to in-flight en¬ 
tertainment (IFE) came in 1976 
on an Air Canada L-1011 flying 
from Bridgetown to Toronto. 

An old-school projector was 
brought down from the ceiling, 
loaded up with reels that were 
dimly projected on a big screen 
at the front of the cabin. We lis¬ 
tened through air tube earbuds 
that worked like stethoscopes. 

Decades later, I had a job sup¬ 
plying music programming to 
Air Canada eveiy month. That 
gig ended in the early 2000s after 
9/11 and when the airline signed 
a deal with XM Radio and moved 


away from hosted programs. As 
bummed out as I was, I’m still 
fascinated with IFE. 

Outside of the new hardware 
on their 787s, Air Canada really 
hasn’t ungraded their offerings 
much in years. The airline’s IFE 
is veiy much middle-of-the-paclc. 
(Singapore Airlines’ KiysWorld is 
my favourite, although I’ve heard 
amazing things about both Emir¬ 
ates and Etihad.) Air Canada does 
something slightly different with 
their Rouge brand. In effort to 
save weight, the 30-plus Rouge 
aircrafts don’t have seat-back 
IFE systems. Instead, you use 
your device to log into a closed 
Wi-Fi system that offers a (veiy 
limited) choice of viewing and 
listening. Other airlines offer 
something similar. 

This is where it gets interest¬ 
ing. In-flight Wi-Fi could actually 
be the death of traditional IFE. 

Equipping a seat with a good 
IFE system can cost as much as 
$15,000, and nearly $8 million 
per aircraft. The weight of this 
gear also adds to fuel bum. Why 
go to that expense when you

can get passengers to use their 
own devices? 

With satellite Wi-Fi becoming 
much more robust, it’s possible 
to stream Internet content faster 
than ever. Ground-based servers 
can store much, much more pro¬ 
gramming than any on-board 
system; it’s even possible that 
bandwidth might soon allow for 
access to a service like Netflix. 

Airlines can charge for access. 
No iPad? No problem. Rent one! 

More than 60 airlines now 
offer some kind of Wi-Fi, and 
studies show that the availabil¬ 
ity of connectivity is influencing 
which airlines and which aircraft 
passengers choose. 

Change is coming to that seat 
back in front of you. Can Oculus 
Rift rentals be far behind?

Spun Out is set to return to CTV 
this week despite the scandal in¬ 
volving actor J.P. Manoux. 

In Januaiy, the network said 
it was “shocked” to learn that 
Toronto police had charged 
Manoux with voyeurism, after 
two women alleged they dis¬ 
covered hidden cameras in a 
condo they were renting from 
the 46-year-old actor. 

Manoux’s lawyer, Adam 
Weisberg, said the actor plans 
to plead not guilty. 

CTV had suspended all future 
broadcast plans for the comedy, 
which is about a public-relations 
office. 

But the network announced 
Monday that the show will re¬ 
turn with its second-season pre¬ 
miere on Tuesday night. 

The episode will feature com¬ 
edian Russell Peters guest-star¬ 
ring as a DJ, along with a subplot 
featuring Manoux’s character 
taking part in a group poker 
night. 

Produced by Project 10 Pro¬ 
ductions in association with 
CTV, the show had reportedly 
wrapped most shooting for sea¬ 
son 2 by the time allegations 
surfaced. 

Manoux, who has recently 
returned to Twitter, is a Califor¬ 


nia native with acting credits on 
Community, Modem Family and 
Hot in Cleveland. 

“Several months ago, CTV put 
the broadcast of Spun Out season 
2 on hold to provide time to as¬ 
sess the ongoing legal proceed¬ 
ing with actor J.P. Manoux,” said 
Scott Henderson, vice-president 
of communications with Bell 
Media, in a statement provided 
to The Canadian Press. 

“Since that time, while we 
continue to respect the process, 
no further information has come 
to our attention. As a result and 


with careful consideration, we 
have decided to move forward 
with the broadcast of season 2 
this summer in support of the 
entire cast and crew, and fans 
of the show. 

“Mr. Manoux is part of a large 
ensemble cast, is not the focus 
of the series, and has not been 
proven guilty of any crime at 
this time. The cast and crew 
worked tirelessly on Spun Out, 
and it deserves to be seen as the 
judicial process makes its way 
through the courts.”

Spotify analyzes 20 billion 
songs to map out music 

Ever wonder how the 
musical taste in the U.S. 
Midwest compares to the 
Northeast? Or what's popu¬ 
lar in Africa? Now you can 
check this out and more 
with Spotify's new inter¬ 
active musical map feature, 
launched yesterday. 

The cool thing about the 
map is that you can check 
out the music preferences 
for people all over the 
world and then listen to a 
playlist of trending songs 
in that city. If you click on 
Sydney, Australia, for ex¬ 
ample, you can listen to a 
mix of the most listened-to 
songs in that city right now. 

Spotify's music research¬ 
ers learned quite a bit while 
putting together this map 
and analyzing more than 20 
billion songs. For example, 
hip-hop is popular all over 
the world — the genre 
showed up on playlists 
more than all other genres, 
regardless of geography or 
language. 

Another thing they dis¬ 
covered is that listeners 
love discovering local art¬ 
ists, regardless of where 
they live, metro u.s.

Cast of new Tarantino film 
talk S. Carolina Confederate 
flag controversy 

Quentin Tarantino's latest 
film. The Hateful Eight, takes 
place a few years after the 
end of the Civil War — and 
cast members had the Con¬ 
federate flag on their minds. 

Comic-Con audiences 
were introduced to the 
film's motley crew of ec¬ 
centrics Saturday.

Goggins added: "If there's 
any person to bring this 
topic (of race and justice) 
back to the young people in 
this country, Tarantino is the 
one to do it."

Harrison Ford, 
J.J. Abrams talk 
revisiting galaxy 
far, far away 

The cast and filmmakers of 
Star Wars: The Force Awak¬ 
ens debuted a new behind-the- 
scenes reel and teased some 
new information at Comic-Con 
about the highly secretive film 
to a rapturous audience. 

Filmmaker J.J. Abrams and 
Lucasfilm president Kathleen 
Kennedy were joined on stage 
Friday by Star Wars veterans 
and Force Awakens stars Har¬ 
rison Ford, Mark Hamill and 
Carrie Fisher. 

Ford, making his first public 
appearance since his plane crash 
in March left him hospitalized 
and injured, assured the audi¬ 
ence and host Chris Hardwick 
that he was fine. The already 
excitable crowd exploded when 
Ford, the last to be introduced, 
walked out. 

Seated next to Hamill, the 
gruff Ford was not hesitant to 
talk about his reluctance to re¬ 
visit the world of Star Wars and 
the character of Han Solo. 

“It should have felt ridiculous, 
it was 30 years ago,” Ford said. 

“I sort of grew up.” 

He never thought that he’d 
do another film after the ori¬ 
ginal trilogy. 

“I was very gratified when I 
read the script because I read 
something that I thought was 
really remarkable, really well- 
written and with some very 
intriguing developments,” Ford 
said. “I was veiy happy to be part 
of the stoiy and the cast again.” 

The Force Awakens, which 
hits theatres on Dec. 18, picks up 
about 30 years after the events 
of Return of the Jedi. 

Before fans were treated to 
the Star Wars veterans, they 
were introduced to the new¬ 
comers on the light side of the 
Force and, for the first time, 
those on the dark side. 

Adam Driver, Gwendoline 
Christie and Domhnall Glee- 
son were on hand representing 
the bad guys. As the mysteri¬ 


ous three-pronged lightsaber- 
wielding Kylo Ren, Driver tried 
to skirt any questions about his 
character. 

When pressed, he talked 
vaguely about the philosophy 
of evil. 

“We didn’t really have a lot 
of conversations about bad or 
evil when we were shooting it,” 
said Driver. “It was more the 
difference between being bad 
and being right.” 

Gleeson, whose character’s 
name was revealed to be General 
Hux, didn’t hesitate to say that 
he was evil. And Christie, who 
plays the chrome stormtrooper 
Captain Phasma, talked about 
how neat it was to be playing a 
character in full costume who 
is “not about the way she looks 
in the flesh.” 

Representing the light side 
of the force were Daisy Ridley, 
John Boyega and Oscar Isaac, 
who had spoken previously 
about their roles at the annual 
Star Wars Celebration event in 
Anaheim, Calif. 

Though not much else was 
gleaned about Ridley’s scaven¬ 
ger Rey, Boyega’s stormtrooper 
Finn or Isaac’s X-Wing pilot Poe 
Dameron, all offered anecdotes 
about their time on set. 

To prepare for his role, Isaac 
asked Ford for some advice 
about piloting in Star Wars. 

Ford just said, “It’s fake.” 

There was no new footage 
to be seen, with Abrams saying 
another trailer will come out 
in the fall. But he did debut a 
behind-the-scenes reel that was 
made available online shortly 
after the panel concluded. 

In addition to interviews with 
Hamill, Ridley and others, it 
focused on the practical effects 
used in the film — a recurring 
theme in all of Abrams’ com¬ 
ments about the film, which 
hopes to recreate the esthetic 
of the original trilogy. 

Not to be outdone, Abrams 
and Kennedy announced that 
there was one more surprise: 
an imminent Star Wars concert 
at an adjacent stage.

“It really harkens back to the positive 
experience of play as kids,” he says.

There is an 
internal connection people have with those 
experiences of youth that can be recreated 
as ‘big kids.’ Fountain of youth? Damn 
right!”

Rowers and divers star 
on golden day for Canada

Day 3 brings 
hosts more 
proud podium 
toppers 

Canada’s paddlers and rowers 
kept the medals coming on Day 
3 of the Pan American Games. 

Led by gold-medal perform¬ 
ances by the men’s coxless four 
and the women’s double sculls, 
Canadian rowers combined 
to add three more medals to 
Canada’s impressive early haul 
on Monday. 

“It was pretty amazing. It 
sent goosebumps down my 
spine,” said veteran rower Will 
Crothers, who could hear the 
vocal hometown crowd in 
St. Catharines, Ont., as the 
men’s four — Crothers, Tim 
Schrijver of Thedford, Ont., 
Kai Langerfeld of Parlcsville, 
B.C., and Conlin McCabe of 
Brockville, Ont. — entered 
their final 500-metre sprint. “I 
started thinking, we’re sitting 
up (starting the final sprint). I 
yelled to the boys, ‘Who wants 
to sing?’ 

“I think that probably fired 
them up pretty good. I think 
the (stroke) rate went up.”

utes 10.80 seconds, more than 
three seconds ahead of silver- 
medallists Cuba (6:14.30) and 
bronze-medallists Argentina 
(6:16.52). Keriy Shaffer, from 
Welland, Ont., and Antje Von 
Seydlitz of Smithers, B.C., won 
gold in the women’s double 
sculls with a time of 7:13.01, 
just ahead of the United States 
(7:14.65) in second and Cuba 
(7:20.00) in third. 

Von Seydlitz could hear the 
partisan crowd from halfway 
out on the course. 

“It was unreal. It kind of 
brings tears to your eyes,” she 
said. “You’re so proud to be 
racing in your own country in 
front of your hometown fans.” 

Canadian rowers also took 
bronze medals in men’s double 
sculls and women’s coxless 
pairs. 

Just down the road in Wel¬ 
land, Canada added four med¬ 
als in kayak and canoe events. 

Duo Ben Russell from 
Dartmouth, N.S., and Gabriel 
Beauchesne-Sevigny from Trois- 
Rivieres, Que., won gold in the 
C-2 1,000 metres. Canadian 
flag-bearer Mark Oldershaw 
from Burlington, Ont., raced to 
a silver medal in the men’s C-l 
1,000 metres. Michelle Russell 
of Fall River, N.S., won silver in 
K-l 500 metres — her second 
medal of the Pan Am Games. 
Veteran Adam Van Koeverden 
of Oakville, Ont., won bronze 
in the K-l 1,000 metres. 

Russell and Beauchesne-Se¬ 
vigny won gold with a time 
of 3:46.316, beating Brazil by 
0.801 seconds and Cuba by 
3.616 seconds. 

The pair played it patient be¬ 
fore surging into the lead over 
the final quarter of the race. 


Canuck Chudoba takes 
gold in women's trap 

Amanda Chudoba of Spruce 
Grove, Alta., won Canada's 
second shooting gold with a 
victory in women's trap. 

Chudoba edged American 
Kayle Browning in a shoot- 
off after the final round was 
tied at 11. "Actually, I didn't 
have any prep, it was all new 
to me," Chudoba said of pre¬ 


paring for the sudden-death 
session. "I just tried to see 
the target when it comes 
out and hit the target." 

Also Monday, Toronto's 
Jordan Belchos won Can¬ 
ada's first ever Pan Am roller 
speedskating medal with a 
bronze in the men's 10,000 
metres. "My mom was cry¬ 
ing," Belchos said. "It was 
incredible." the Canadian press

“We train consistently that 
last 250 metres,” Russell said.

Meanwhile, in the men’s 
diving three-metre synchro 
final, Montreal’s Philippe Ga¬ 
gne and Francois Imbeau-Dulac 
of St-Lazare, Que., bagged 
silver with 413.37 points.

Fans vent 
over CBC 
coverage 

Many dedicated Pan Am fans 
are panning CBC’s live cover¬ 
age of the Games. 

“I expected a channel with 
lots of stuff going on. It’s ri¬ 
diculous,” Miles Gibson grum¬ 
bled by phone from Edmonton 
on Monday. “It’s the worst 
coverage I have ever seen.” 

Gibson and other sports 
fans took to Twitter and CBC’s 
own website to express dis¬ 
appointment with live on¬ 
line streams and largely pre¬ 
packaged TV broadcasts from 
venues across southern On¬ 
tario. 

Justine Mossman of Whitby, 
Ont., said it’s especially frus¬ 
trating since Canada seems 
to be having an impressive 
showing at these Games, 
considered the largest inter¬ 
national multisport event ever 
held in Canada. The 26-year- 
old has been following the 
medal haul on the Pan Am 
website but said she’s frus¬ 
trated whenever she turns on 
CBC-TV hoping to witness the 
wins herself.

“Our Canadian athletes are

Spieth’s Slam bid talk of town 


BRITISH OPEN 

St. Andrews 
spotlight firmly 
on American as 
history beckons 

There was no escaping Jordan 
Spieth even before he arrived 
Monday at St. Andrews to re¬ 
sume his pursuit of golf’s Grand 
Slam. 

Behind the practice range, 
one British television network 
talked to any player willing 
to stop. After a few gratuitous 
questions about the weather 
(cool and cloudy) and the Old 
Course (magnificent shape), 
the reporter got to the point. 

What about Spieth’s chan¬ 
ces? “The odds are against him,” 
said Soren Kjeldsen, relying 
entirely on histoiy. 

Spieth is only the fourth 
player since 1960, the year 
Arnold Palmer proposed the 
concept of the modern Grand 
Slam in golf, to win the first 
two majors of the year only 
to be stopped at the British 
Open. Palmer and Jack Niclc- 
laus (1972) finished one shot 
behind. Tiger Woods was in 
good position in 2002 until he 


was blown away by the wind 
and rain at Muirfield and shot 
81 in the third round. 

Spieth only added to the 
hype by winning the John 
Deere Classic in a playoff Sun¬ 
day for his fourth win of the 
year. He flew on a charter flight 
from Illinois with other players 
at the John Deere Classic, arriv¬ 
ing in Scotland about 10:30 a.m. 
and checking into his house 
before coming out to the Old 
Course to a quiet reception. 
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He just beats 
you because he's 
better.

Spieth and his manager 
walked through a group of 
about 100 fans who camped out 
near the entrance to the player 
lounge to get his autograph. 
Spieth signed eveiything shoved 
his way, turned and tossing the 
last item to a delighted young 
British boy. Nick Faldo walked 
over to him and wished him 
well. A few fans congratulated 
him for his year, though this 
wasn’t exactly Tigermania, or 
even Roiymania for that matter. 


But then, Spieth is still rela¬ 
tively new. His short game, 
particularly the putter, is the 
envy of golf at the moment. But 
he doesn’t have the power of 
Woods or Roiy Mcllroy, nor does 
he deliver the magical shots 
Woods once did that kept every¬ 
one talking. He just scores. And 
he wins. And that’s what golf 
is all about, anyway. 

“He beats you with better 
golf,” Geoff Ogilvy said. “He 
doesn’t beat you because he 
hits it further. Tiger’s intimi¬ 
dation was that he always did 
something amazing. Jordan — 
don’t get me wrong, his body 
of work is amazing — but he 
doesn’t beat you with a crazy 
par, or a crazy chip-in from the 
back of the 14th at Muirfield 
(Village). He just beats you be¬ 
cause he’s better.” 

Ogilvy was asked how he 
would feel going into the final 
round two shots behind Spieth 
compared with going against 
Woods or Mcllroy. 

“It would be different. It 
shouldn’t be,” he said. “There’s 
more of an intimidation factor 
to Roiy because he’s going to 
hit it 30 (yards) past you all day, 
and it appears like he’s better 
than you. Jordan doesn’t appear 
like he’s better than you. But his 
body of work proves that he’s 
better than eveiybody — well, 
maybe everybody but Rory.” 
That now is in reach. 

With his victoiy at the John 
Deere, Spieth is within range 
of his goal of reaching No. 1 
in the world. He would have to 
win The Open this week to get 
past Mcllroy, who is out with 
an ankle injury and no clear 
return date. 

“What he’s doing is phenom¬ 
enal,” Faldo said. “And he’s 
confident... He’s seeing the 
right shot, he’s visualizing the 
shot... And he keeps churning 
out good shots. When you’re 
doing that, you just jump 
back on the saddle and ride 
again. That’s what he’s doing.”

Stunning the Tour de France 
on its first rest day, doctors 
diagnosed a tumour in the left 
testicle of two-time Giro d’ltalia 
winner Ivan Basso on Monday, 
forcing him out of the show¬ 
case race.

At age 37, Basso wasn’t a 
contender to win the race, as 
the Italian was in his heyday 
before he was banned for dop¬ 
ing. But his experience and 
pedigree — Basso finished 
second at the 2005 Tour and 
third in 2004 — meant his 
withdrawal was keenly felt 
by his team leader Alberto 
Contador.

On what is often an unevent¬ 
ful day of rest and relaxation 
when riders recharge their bat¬ 
teries before the high moun¬ 
tains, a visibly shaken Basso ap¬ 
peared with Contador at a news 
conference and announced that 
just two hours earlier, doctors 
diagnosed a tumour in his left 
testicle that had been painful 
since he crashed on Stage 5. 

Contador put his arm around 
Basso and vowed, his voice 
cracking with emotion, to do 
his best to win the race to hon¬ 
our his teammate. 

Basso said he has cancer. 

“I have a small cancer in the 
left testicle,” he said. “I have 
to stop and go back to Italy.”

Canada is hoping history and 
home-field advantage will 
help it survive a little long¬ 
er in the Gold Cup. A goal or 
two would help as well. 

The Canadian men (0-1-1) 
play Costa Rica (0-0-2) at BMO 
Field on Tuesday, essentially 
needing a win to advance to 
the knockout round of the 
CONCACAF championship. 

“There’s a sense of ur¬ 
gency,” said Canadian cap¬ 
tain Julian de Guzman. “We 
realize the situation we’re in 
at this point. I mean (Tues¬ 
day’s) game is pretty much 


like a final. 

“This time we’re at home. 
We’ll have the support of our 
fans,” he added. 

Canada has not been beaten 
at BMO Field since a 2-0 loss 
to Peru in September 2010. 
The men have gone 6-0-4 there 
since and have won their last 
four games in Toronto. 

But the last time they lost 
in Canada was to Costa Rica, 
1-0 at Edmonton’s Common¬ 
wealth Stadium in May 2013. 

Canada is ranked 103rd in 
the world by FIFA while Costa 
Rica is No. 41. 


Jamaica leads Group B with 
four points with Costa Rica 
and El Salvador on two and 
Canada on one. 

The top two teams in each 
of the three groups as well the 
two best third-place finishers 
advance to the quarter-finals. 

The Canadian men could 
win their pool. Or they could 
exit the tournament, as they 
did in 2013 when they went 
0-2-1 and failed to score. 

Two years later, Canada’s 
young strike force still has 
to find the net.
